The land owners out 
about Harden are still talking about it 
and still insist that the city chap was 
a gold expert from the East, and no one 
oau convince them of their error. 
In 


the meantime they go on hunting gold. 


How Thimbles Arc Miule. 


Dios of tho different sizes are used, 


into which tho metal, whether gold, 
silver or steel, is pressed. Tho hole 
punching, finishing, polishing and tem- 
pering are done afterward. Celluloid 
uud rubber are molded. The best thim- 
bles are made iu France, where the 
process is more thorough. Tho first stop 
in the making of a Paris thimble is tho 
cutting into a disk of the desired size a 
thin piece of sheet iron. This is brought 
to a red heat, placed over a graduated 
hole iu au iron bench and hammered 
•lowu into it with a punch. This hole 
is in tho form of a thimble. The iron 
takes its shape and is removed from 
the hole. The little indentations to keep 
the needle from slipping are made iu it 
and all the other finishing strokes of 
the perfect thimble put on it. The iron 
is then made into steel by a process 
peculiar to tho French thimble maker 
and is tempered, polished and brought 
to n deep blue color. A thin sheet of 
gold is then pressed into the interior 
of tho thimble and fastened there by a 
mandrel. Gold leaf is attached to the 
outside by great pressure, tho edges of 
tho loaf being fitted iu and held by 
small grooves at tho base of tho thim- 
ble. The article is then ready for use. 
The gold will last for ytfars. The steel 
never wears out, and tho gold can be 
readily replaced at any time.—Dry 
Goods Chronicle.

Fog and Gaslight. 


According to the statement of Pro- 


fessor Lewes, a London fog deprives coal 
gas of 11.1 per cent of its illuminating 
power, but this is not so astonishing as 
is the fact that, under similar circum- 
stances, the searching light of an in- 
candescent burner loses as much as 20.8 
of its efficacy. The reason given by Pro- 
fessor 'Lewes for this phenomenon is 
that the spectrum of both the incandes- 
cent aud the electric light approaches 
very nearly that of tho solar spectrum, 
being very rich in the violet and ultra- 
violet raya It is precisely these rays 
which cannot make their way through 
a London fog. To this is attributed tho 
fact that the suu looks red on a foggy 
day. 
The violet rays are absorbed by 


the solid particles floating in the aque- 
ous vapor of the atmosphere, and only 
the red portions of the spectrum get 
through. 
Tho interesting additional 


statement is made in this connection 
that the old argand burner is much 
more successful in resisting a London 
fog than any of its later rivals.

exigencies under the direction of a cur- 
rency board (composed of the president, 
secretary of the treasury and comp- 
troller of the currency) by 3 per cent 
bonds. 
{i .There is to be but one kind of cur- 
roncy, namely, national 
bank notes 


redeemable in gold at the bank of is- 


>rsue and a selected bank of reserve, and 
these notes are to be Issued gradually 
to replace United States obligations as 
'the latter are retired. 


• These notes are to be secured by a 
deposit of 15 per cent of gold In the 
treasury, by 15 per cent of gold in the 
Dank vaults and by a first Hen upon all 
of the bank's assets, as well as by a 
special provision 
giving the govern- 


ment the right to assess alU national 
tanks when needed to make good notes

This tax should be 
one-half of 1 per cent or 1 per cent per 
annum, as the commission shall elect. 


Power should be given to banks, un- 


der permission from 
the 
currency 


hoard, to increase the note issue when 
demand caused by unusual financial 
emergencies, such increase to be sub- 
ject to a tax (to be determined from 
time to time by the currency board) 
upon the notes while In circulation; 
the tax upon the notes to be at a rate 
-which -would put a pressure upon the 
banks to take up the notes when the 
emergency had passed. 


Silver and subsidiary coins should 


be redeemed in gold by the United 
States government when demanded. 
'Tnese amount to about 1100,000,000. 


No note should be issued for less 


•than |5. 
National banks should be 


constrained to exchange notes now out 
for new issue by surrendering notes 
as they receive them. 


Customs duties and taxes of all kinds 


due the government should be payable 
one-third in gold and two-thirds in 
bank notes. This is necessary to sup- 
ply the government with the gold re- 
quired by it to pay interest upon its 
bonds, redeem islver and for other pur- 
poses. 


Gold and Silver Xot to Be IMstnrl>ed. 
The legal tender quality o£ gold and 


silver should remain as now provided 
by law, and they should be theonly legal 
tender except to the extent o£ two- 
thirds of customs duties and taxes due 
the government, which should be pay- 
able in hank notes, as above stated. 


Confer upon currency board power 


to regulate the issue of bank notes from 
time to time in lieu of tho government 
currency retired, and to authorize new 
banks and branch banks to be estab- 
lished when and where and with such 
amounts of capital as the board may 
deem proper and expedient., wirh power 
also to increase the amount of note is- 
sue by the banks required for the nor- 
mal conditions of business as the coun- 
try shall grow in population and in 
business expansion. 


As banking capital may be increased 


by creation of new banks, the currency 
board should 'hare power to adjust the
